REPLY BRIEF 

In response to the Examiner's Answer mailed May 18, 2001, the applicants submit the 
following Reply Brief. 

With respect to Group II, claim 3, applicants believe that the species in the present claim 
3 is patentably distinct from the previous claim 3 of the revoked patent. Table 2 deals with 
polymerization results of rac:meso mixtures of different metallocenes. Examples 19 and 21 are 
according to the present claim 3. The other examples, (examples 17, 18, 20, 22 and 23), are 
directed to metallocenes which have been deleted from present claim 3. 

The examples according to the present claim 3 show the highest activity, wherein 
example 21 is by far the best (having an activity over 334). Example 19 the activity was 114. In 
the examples 18, 20, 22 and 23 the activity ranged from only 61.4 to 102.3. The applicants 
believe that this proves that present claim 3 is patentably distinct from the whole group. For the 
above reasons the applicants believe that Group II is patentable. 

It is also noted that BASELL also owns the Karl patent. The Karl patent was owned by 
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BASF. Targor GmbH was a joint venture between Hoechst and BASF. BASF then purchased 
Hoechst's portion of Targor GmbH and BASF fully owned Targor GmbH.. BAS F and Shell 
formed a new company for all the olefin technology called BASELL. Both the above patent and 
the Karl patent are owned by BASELL.
